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ARTICLE 20. The Ancnuntty from furisdiction survives the 
tenure of office of diplonetic officers in so far es re- 
gerds actions pertaining thereto; it may not, however, 
be invoked in respect to other actions exerpt while dis- 
charging their diplomatic fuactions, 
ARTICLE 21. Persons cnjoring immunity from jurisdiction 
may refuso to appear es w::inesses before the territorial 
courts, 
ARTICLE 22, Diplomatic officers enter upon the enjoyment 
of their immunity from the moment they pass the frontier 
of the State where they are going to serve end make known 
their position. 

The immunities shall continue during the period thet 


the mission mevy be susperccd, end, oven after it shall be 


terminated, for the time necessary for thc officer to be 


able to withdrew the mission, 
ARTICLE 24, In case of deeth of the ciplomatic officer, 
his femily shall continue to enjoy the immunities for a 


reasoneble term, until they may leeve the State, 
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
